Late yesterday the confession 
of the 41-year-old 
Mrs. 
Bonnie 
Heady, a respectable housewife 
turned drunkard, was read to the 
jury. It gave the grim details of 
how Carl Austin Hall, dope ad­ 
dict and ex-convict, shot to death 
6-year-old Bobby soon after his 
abduction. 
The boy’s multimillionaire father 
Robert C. Greenlease, visibly steel­ 
ed himself as he listened from a 
front seat in the courtroom. 
Only a shor* time before, on the 
witness stand, he identified Bob­ 
by’s photograph and some of his 
belongings. 
He 
swallowed 
hard. 
Sometimes his voice was almost in­ 
audible. 
It was the first time the public 
had heard the full confession. U. S. 
Dist. Atty. Edward Scheufler read 
the 26 pages.

IN HIS O PEN IN G statement for 
the government Scheufler had ask­ 
ed the death penalty for both Hall 
and the woman “ because of the 
nature of the crime.” 
Hall and

Heady pleaded 
guilty at their 
arraignment and 
Scheufler told the jury, all busi­ 
nessmen from 
outstate 
Missouri, 
that its sole job is to determine 
whether the couple should pay the 
supreme penalty. Under the Lind 


told how' Hall shot the little boy 
when he found a piece of rope he 
had planned to use to strangle him 
was too short.

IT TOLD, too, how the couple 
earlier had been frustrated in an 
attempt to abduct the boy’s 11-year- 
old sister, Virginia Sue. 
Mrs. Heady appeared almost bor­ 
ed as Scheufler read the confes­ 
sion in a flat, dry voice. Only once 
did she appear affected when the 
statement where she told how she 
drank herself almost into insensi­ 
bility following the kidnap-slaying 
Sept. 28. 
" I Y'anted lo slay drunk so that 
my 
conscience 
wouldn’t

me,” the confession read. 
Her mouth twitched at that point. 
The confession related how Bob­ 
by, abducted by Mrs. Heady from 
a private Roman Catholic school 
on the ruse she was his aunt, ac­ 
companied her and Hall willingly in 
their car to a wheat field across the 
line in Kansas. There, off a lonely 
road, »as the spot Hall and Mrs. 
Heady chose to kill the boy.

NEW YORK UH— A robot invasion 
of American homes is taking place 
• 
on a mass scale. 
* 
The number of major household 
appliances in use has about doubled 
in the short span of seven years. 
Rising wages have priced serv­ 
ants beyond the reach of many 
homes, and rising family incomes 
have put electrical and mechanical 
household servants in range of mil­ 
lions of others. 
With the total of American homes 
i % Increasing 21 per cent since the end 
of World War II, from 38 million 
to 46 million, the num ber wired for 
electricity has jumped by 45 per 
cent. 
Meanwhile, the number of homes 
with electric refrigerators has in­ 
creased 91 per cent. Those with 
electric washers 88 per cent, with 
vacuum celaners 83 per cent, and 
with electric ironers 105 per cent. 
Many other devices designed to 
* make home life pleasanter or house 
keeping easier have made their 
way into millions of households. 
One side result has been that 
numerous homes, built before such 
widespread use of household ap­ 
pliances was envisioned, have had 
to be rewired for heavier loads of 
electricity. 
The numerical totals give d ram a­ 
tic evidence of the big increase in 
the nation’s productive capacity. 
These 
estimates 
of 
h o m e s 
equipped with various appliances 
by the industry publication Elec­ 
trical Merchandising for 1946 and 
the present time give 
an 
idea: 
Refrigerators,

There has been a huge upswing 
% in use of many other appliances 
such 
as electric 
mixers,

jumped from almost novelty status 
a few years ago to more than 12 Va 
million now, and dishwashers which 
now are in more than a million 
and a quarter homes. Room air 
conditioners are in the same cate­ 
gory, with the half million in use 
at the start of this year expected 
to 
be 
doubled 
or 
trebled 
by 
yearend. 
jD But the robot trend has gone be­ 
yond the mere addition of appli­ 
ances to homes. More and more 
of the appliances have automatic 
controls so they practically operate 
themselves, such as electric ranges 
that will turn themselves on, cook 
a meal, and turn themselves off 
again while the housewife is out 
shopping. 
Another 
booming item 
is the 
clock radio that not only wakes you 
a to music but turns on an electric 
appliance a little ahead of time, 
and will have hot coffee all ready 
for an eye opener. More than three 
million have been made in the past 
two years. 
The number of homes with radio, 
incidentally, has increased from 34 
million to nearly 45 million since 
World W ar II.

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HOW IT STARTED 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NOBLE in- 
stitution of an annual Thanksgiving Day— 
which will soon again be observed w i t h ! 
tu rk e y and football—is generally attribut-, 
ed to the Pilgrim Fathers of New England. 
And, according to tradition, it started out 
to be a day of fasting and prayer. 
In those early days, “when the breaking 
waves dashed high on a stern and rock- 
bound coast,” the Pilgrims found t h e m ­ 
selves hard pressed. For whole weeks at a 
time there wasn’t a laugh in a cabinful. 
Indians were not to be trusted, crops were 
bad, game was scarce and the climate was 
rotten. 
The Pilgrims did a lot of praying about; 
it and a lot of fasting. Fast days were scat­ 
tered all over the calendar. And w h e n ; 
New England fasted in those days, it left 
nothing to be desired in self-denial. But one 
Autumn when the governor of the colony i 
had proclaimed another period for prayer 
and fasting, a hard-headed, outspoken 
member, reading the glum n o t i c e , re-; 
belled. 
“What,” said he, “another fast day, and 
I haven’t got my belt back to its proper 
notch since the last one. And why all this 
fasting, anyhow? Crops are plentiful. Nuts 
and berries we have gathered and dried in 
abundance. There are deer and turkeys to 
be had. The Indians are quiet. We are pros­ 
perous, warm and well fed. 
“It’s time we stop fasting and go to 
feasting.” 
So he hurried around to the governor’s 
office and said: “Your Excellency, l o o k 
about you. The granaries are full, we have 
wood for the Winter and the citizen that 
doesn’t have a couple of turkeys in the 
woodshed and a deer or two hung up is 
plumb lazy or a poor shot.” 
And the governor looked about him, and 
saw it was as his visitor had said, and be­ 
ing a man of good appetite himself he nail­ 
ed up the first Thanksgiving proclamation, 
which made him the most popular man in 
the colony and dead sure of reelection. All 
the Pilgrims were home in time for a 
whale of a big dinner, and next day the 
secretary of the colony wrote in his big 
book that the Lord had blessed the colony 
with peace, plenty and prosperity. 


WHY MOSCOW LOSES 
REDS ARE LOSING THE effort to per­ 
suade Communist prisoners of war to go 
back home in the ratio of 30 to I. A hyster­ 
ical Chinese prisoner put it in a nutshell 
when he cried out to a Red persuader:

Obviously, the fault lies in the process of 
education, for ideas can be instilled in 
youth against which they have neither the 
knowledge nor experience to set up an ade­ 
quate defense. 
• 
A large number of subversives are law­ 
yers, which is not extraordinary in a coun­ 
try where there are so many lawyers and 
where they play so great a part in its polit­ 
ical life. Perhaps in no other country are 
lawyers so ubiquitous or so important. 
They are usually sharp-witted in the pres­ 
entation of an argument. They are, by pro­ 
fession, advocates for a cause. 
Professor Thomas I. Emerson, professor 
of law at Yale and a Past President of the 
National Lawyers Guild, has stated t h e 
philosophy of the law in these terms: 
. .Law is an instrument not only for 
embodying the wisdom of the past, but for 
easing the transition to the future. It is a 
device for maintaining a balance between 
the old and the new. Thus, it is an essen­ 
tial tool in solving our difficulties without 
a holocaust.” 
Many theories exist as to what the law 
is. To some the law is nothing more than 
an act of legislation, man-made and to be 
unmade by man. The law is therefore with­ 
out aim, without purpose, without a moral 
basis. The greatest modern American jur­ 
ist, Oliver Wendell Holmes, believed that 
the law was an expression of power and 
nothing else. He stated his view as follows: 
“Sovereignty is a form of power, and the 
will of the sovereign is law because he has 
power to compel obedience or punish dis­ 
obedience and for no other reason. T h e 
limits within which his will is law then, are 
those within which he has, or is believed 
to have power to compel or punish.” 
Professor Emerson makes the law more 
than that. He makes the law a bridge be­ 
tween one era and another, between one 
doctrine and another. Its objective is ap­ 
parently to achieve progress without revo­ 
lution, to attain perhaps the object of revo­ 
lution without using the means of revolu­ 
tion. 
Attorney General Brownell has stated 
that he plans to cite the National Lawyers 
Guild as a subversive organization and has 
arranged for hearings. It has been found in 
the past that lawyers who have been asso­ 
ciated with Communist cases have a l s o 
been associated with the National Lawyers 
Guild. Therefore, it is interesting to quote 
this pargraph from Emerson: 
“. . .For leadership in developing legal 
concepts and institutions necessary to 
meet the new problems of the day t h e 
American people must look in large meas­ 
ure to the law schools. And here the law 
students are in a strategic position to. . . 
furnish the manpower, the energy, the 
spark and many of the ideas that are es­ 
sential to progress.” 
We move here from the law which is to 
achieve progress without revolution to the 
use of law schools to recruit the manpower 
and the leadership for the tasks of prog­ 
ress.

Treating a Facial Paralysis 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
SEVERE cases of facial paral­ 
ysis may bring a host of special­ 
ists into action for possible cure 
or 
rehabilitation. 
Neurologists, 
psychiatrists, surgeons and doc­ 
tors of the ear, nose and throat 
all have a task when this disease 
is severe. 
The exact cause for facial pa­ 
ralysis is unknown in many cases, 
but the most common cause is a 
condition known as Bell’s Palsy. 
Varying Causes 
Some people may be born with 
a form of facial paralysis other 
th in Bell’s Palsy. Another cause 
for such a condition m ight be a 
stroke; facial paralysis is a fre­ 
quent complication following sur­ 
gery on the glands th a t give off 
the saliva to the mouth. Now and 
then, these glands become can­ 
cerous, or enlarged, and m ust be 
removed. In order to remove 
them, damage may be done to the 
facial nerve causing perm anent 
paralysis of the muscles on one 
side of the face. 
Disfiguring Effects 
Paralysis of the facial muscles 
on one side can give a very dis­ 
figuring appearance. There is a 
sagging of the m outh and of the 
cheek. The lower lip also sags, 
and the person complains of 
saliva dribbling from his m outh 
as well as difficulty in chewing. 
He has a depressed expression; 
one of the eyelids may also ap­ 
pear drooped. The condition will 
usually disappear after a few 


months or years, though soma 
! cases persist. 
Besides the defect In appear­ 
ance, the perso~ afflicted with 
Bell’s Palsy has t.ouble speaking. 
He talks from one side of his 
mouth with m e lip greatly raised. 
Muscle Stim ulation 
In cases of paralysis of the face 
th at are not on a perm anent 
basis, such as Bell’s Palsy, the 
doctor does not perm it the m us­ 
cles to become atrophied or de- 


I teriorate. An electric current is 
applied at frequent intervals by 
; the doctor so th a t they rem ain 
stimulated and retain their nor­ 
mal vitality until the nerve sup­ 
ply is regained. In persistent 
cases, an operation may be per­ 
formed to rejoin the nerve supply 
to the muscles of the face and 
again permit proper function. 
At the present time, plastic 
surgery is being used in certain 
disfiguring cases of face paraly­ 
sis. The muscles of the jaw and 
eye are both transplanted in such 
a way as to correct the defect 
th at is present. Although this is 
not an absolute cure, the appear­ 
ance is much improved and the 
individual can talk normally. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
P. M. F.: How does a person get 
tuberculosis? 
Answer: Tuberculosis is a con­ 
tagious disease, and is trans­ 
m itted from one person to an­ 
other by coughing or coming in 
contact with an infected person’s 
phlegm.

In these days of bleak talk about 
dwindling reserves, top scientists 
are striving, instead, for a goal of 
“ natural resources unlimited.” they 
iv modern technology could, in 
t iP :, make the dream come ture. 
A look to-the-future theory of con­ 
servation has been developed by 
a group of top scientists at an in­ 
stitution to which industry brings 
many of its problems. It is the 
Battelle Memorial Institute, one of 
the most important research center 
of its kind in the world. 
The concept, developed gradually 
in the scientists’ thinking, has three 
4t>ts: 
1. Make fuller use of natural re­ 
sources now available. 
2. Reduce waste. 
3. Develop new means of making 
use of natural resources. 
The meaning of that three-way 
concept is deeper than it appears 
on the surface, especially in the 
field of waste. What is waste? your 
idei.s on that subject may change 
radically in the years to come.

Yank, British

Change Rules 
NEW YORK 
UP — The 
United 
States Golf Assn. and the British 
Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St. 
Andrews, the world’s principal rul­ 
ing bodies of golf, have agreed on 
a number of minor revisions of the 
rules of golf, to become effective 
Jan. I, 1954. 
The principal 
changes concern 
hazards and 
checking 
scores in 
stroke play, the latter designed to 
Jielp eliminate the occasional mix­ 
ups that occur wTien a player signs 
a card on which a mistake has 
been made. 
The change makes it obligatory 
for the player to “ ensure that the 
m arker has signed the card.” The 
rule now calls for the m arker to 
sign the card and hand it to the 
competitor and for the competitor 
to check his score and sign it. 
In regard to hazards, henceforth 
a ball may not be lifted for identi­ 
fication in a hazard although if a 
ball is covered 
by 
sand, 
fallen 
leaves, etc., the player may 
re­ 
move enough to enable him to see 
the top of the ball. But if he plays 
the wrong ball from a hazard, there 
is no penalty. 
A clause added to rule 22—drop­ 
ping and placing the ball—provides 
that “ a ball lifted in a hazard must 
be dropped and come to rest in that 
hazard unless otherwise provided 
for in the rules.”
